Jackal Flies of ‘ndia 

There are certain East Indian flies, 
several varieties of them apparently 
of similar type to our own Louse fav- 
orite, Musca domestica, that have de- 
veloped:a rather ingenious, if some- 
what disreputable, way of making a 
living. This fs the story told by Cap- 
tains Patthn and Craig in the Indian 
of Medical Research. The 
proboscis of these flies is soft and not 
suitable for piercing the skin of man 
or the lower animals.. So they hang 
around some one of’ the several types 
of biting flies. and when the latter 
pierces tho s®ir of the victim they 
crowd him away and use the incision 
for feeding themselves. If the biter 
happens to be too large or fierce thus } 
to be driven from his prey, the fly} 
jackals wait unt'’ he is finished and | 
then take his place. In view of theee | 
observations it seems quite possible 
that the so-called uon-biting flies may 
play a_hitverto unsuspected role in 
the transmission of disease. 


To Aid Animal Husbandry in Sisk 

A decline in its animal population 
hag aroused Canada to the necessity 
of stimulating the live stock industry. 
Although the plan announced by the | 
province of Saskatchewan sounds pa-)| 
ternalistic, it has much warm appro- 
val us an emergency Measure.

In The Guards, 


‘The guardsmen have many privi 
leges. Guards’ officers, though usual- 
ly rich men, are better paid than line 
officers. For instance, the crdinary 
pay of a Guards’ lMeutenent is the 
same as that of an infentry subaltern, 
but in addition he draws ‘Guards’ 
pay’’ at the rate of $350 a year. 

In regard to the rank and file, a 
guardsman private gets a penny a day 
more than the infantry Tommy, 
where the pay of other grades is also 
higher.

Sawdust Sugar. 


Th the course of i paper read before 
the Royal Socicty of Arts, in Lon- 
don, Dr, Zimmerman described ». pro- 
cess by which sugar night be manu- 
factured from sawdust. 

In its natural state, he pointed out, 
wood contains no sugar, but when 
sawdust has been subjected in closcd 
retorts to digestion with a weak sul- 
phurous acid solution under pressure 
of six to seven atmospheres, a very 
remarkable transmutation takes 
place, as much as_ twenty-five per 
cent. of the material beinc convert- 
ed into sugar. In this Dr. Zimmer- 
man claims that w~ ha.e a valuable

After pouring off this water 
add one cupful of granulated sugar 
and boil, stirring constantly until it 
candies—about five minutes, Place the 
baskets on plates and shower them 
with sugar. Put away to harden thor- 
oughly. Small candies that harmonize 
with the deep yellow of the orange are 
used as filling. 

Crystallized grapefruit is a delicious 
homemade confection. After remov- 
ing all the pulp cut the skins into nar 
row strips and put them into enough 
water to cover them, leaving them to 
soak over night. In the morning drain 
off the water. Cover again with cold 
water and put over the fire to boil for 
an hour. Drain once more and place In 
boiling water, allowing the skins to 
cook for fully another hour. Pour off 
this water and add a cupful of sugar 
and stir constantly “until it candies, 
Turn out and roll each piece in granu- 
lated sugar and place on a platter to 


dry. 

Cut bright red apples In half. Care- 
fully scoop out the meat, but leave 
enough to form a white lining for the 
shining skin. Make a thick sirup of 
sugar, and when slightly cooled ‘im- 
merse the half apples and set them 
aside to harden, Place them on small 
paper doilies after filling them with 
selected nut meats.

ly Trained Class * 

Many of the general public, as 
well as the employes of the Lopdon 
and South-Western Railway, will 
sincerely mourn the recent death of 
Wimbledon Nell, the retriever which 
collectéd money for the Railway Ser- 
vants’ Orphanage. With a box at- 
tached to her back, Wimbl:don Nell 
walked the platforms of Wimbledon 
Station for seven years, and during 
that time collected £775 in the cause 
of charity. <A special steel collar 
was worn by Nell, the gift of the 
orphanage authorities, who also pre- 
sented her with a silver medal for 
every £100 raised. These medals 
were worn by the dog, attached to 
her collar. 

Nell was one of a dozen collecting 
dogs to be found at various stations 
on the London and South-Western 
Railway. The animals collect on an 
average about £500. a year, or about 
@ quarter of the amount required to 
pay the annual expenses of the total 
number of orphans. It was in 1894 
that an employe hit upon tho idea 
of training a dog as a collector for 
charity, The animal was a cross be- 
tween a retriever and a Newfound- 
land, and was known as Jack I. He 
was the first of the three Jacks of 
Waterloo Station, who, between 
them, collected over £3,000. After 
their death the bodies of Jack I. and 
Jack II. were stuffed and enshrined 
in glass-cases, which have long oc- 
cupied prominent positions at Water- 
loo Station. 

No less famous than tho Jacks of 
Waterloo is Tim, the Airedale ter- 
rier, at Paddington, who has collect- 
ed over £1,000 for a widows’ and 
and orphans’ fund. The total sum 
collected by the dogs on the Great 
Western Railway—between £200 and. 
2300 per annum—provides enough 
to meet the assistance given by the 
institution to twenty-five widows out 
of the 1,500 who are dependent op 
the fund. 

There are dozens of collecting 
dogs on the various lines throughout 
the provinces, most of them being 
the gift of railway servants them- 
selves, who train and look after the 
animals. Many interesting stories 
are told of: their extraordinary in- 
jtelligence. Southampton Jack used 
to be quite famous for his ability to 
collect from the passengers of both 
the up and down trains that stopped 
at Southampton West Station withii 
a minute of each other, In order to 
work both trains before they depart- 
ed, Southampton Jack, with almost 
human intelligence, would wait on

Swans’ Inherited Trick. 


A visitor to the cathedral cily of 
Wells, in Somersetshire, England, 
tells of a curious incident he wit- 
nessed there among the swans in 
the Episcopal palace.

On making inquiries as to the 
origin of this interesting episode, the 
correspondent was told that a num- 
ber of years ago a daughter of the 
Bishop of Wells, being much inter- 
ested in the birds inhabiting the 
moat, taught the swans to ring the 
bell at feeding-time, at five o’clock 
in the afternoon. . This practice has 
been continued by successive families 
of swans down to the present day, 
and it would seem, therefore, as if 
the birds transmitted to their off- 
spring the knowledge that when the 
cord was pulled the bell would ring 
and that food would follow.

Names of Swindlers Who Have Rob- 


‘bed Companies Arc Kept on File, 

No less ‘interesting than the 
“Rogues’ Gallery” at Scotland Yard, 
that wonderful register of criminals 
which enables the police to turn up 
the record of any “habitual’’ who 
may pass through their hands, is the 
“black list’’ kept by insurance com- 
panies of people who make a living 
by instituting bogus claims. These 
lists are kept up to date, and contain 
photograpls as wll as full particu- 
lars of individuals who endeavor to 
fleece insurance,companies. 

One family.ébtained hundreds of 
pounds from shopkeepers and others 
for injuries alleged to have been 
sustained by falling over cellar-flaps 
and other imaginary accidents. The 
man who specialized .n falling from 
the steps of motor-buses, and the 
other who always slipped on a piece 
of fat outside butchers’ shops, are 
among the people who made a good 
thing out of bogus claims till they 
were found out, 

In an interesting article on the 
curiosities of insurance, published by 
the London Daily Chronicle, it is 
also pointed out that most of the 
claims coming in just now are caus- 
ed by jewellery thieves, who break 
into flats and small houses that are 
left unoccupied for an hour or two, 
Many such residences have doors 


with glass panels and spring locks— 
a favorite combination for the bur- 
glar and hougebreaker, since he has 
only to break the glass and pull back 
the lock. He first knocks at the 
door. If, after two or three knocks, 
no one answers, he assumes that no 
one is in, and makes an entrance, 
If someone com@s to the door he 
asks for a person who does not live 
there. 

There seems to be nothing which 
one cannot be insured against now- 
adays, judging by some of the curi- 
ous claims which have been paid, 
For instance, a man burnt his foot 
on a hot-water bottle while lying in 
bed. He was awarded £30. A 
butcher pushed out of his cart by} 
the pigs he was taking to market 
received £60 for his injuries; and 
another man who scratched his eye 
with his finger-nail while washing,| 
and destroyed his sight, was paid}

Highnegses’ draw'ne-room at Ottawa 
the other day, Lord and Lady Dectes, 
who were present, made their respec- 
tive bows to T. R. H. before any of 
the rest of the company——even before 


th Prime Minister of the Dominion. 
In the Unit:< Kingdom all such mat- 
ters are carefully settled, and noth- 
ing is left to chance, In fact, each 
person who bears a title, or occupies 
a position entitling him to any pre- 
cedence at all, has a number showing 
his exact position ih the scale of rela- 
tive precedence, This number Is to be 
found againsi hig name in the Guide 
to Relative Precedence which forms 
part of Dhrke's Peerage, Baronetage, 
and Knightage, the monumental work 
which social aspirants in the Old 
Country are said to value only less 
highly than the Bible and Shake 
speare, and to read with more avidity 
than either, 

According to that work, Lord De- 
cies’ number Is 18,126, while Mr. Bor- 
den’s number is 18,337—-a good way 
lower down. As a metter of fact, 
however, the numbers prefixed to the 
various names, though indicating the 
relative position of those entitled te 
precedence, do not show the actual 
numerical position of each. Thus 
Lord Decies’ number of 13,126 does 
not mean that there are 13,125 per- 
sons of higher rank than his. Nor 
does Mr, Horden’s number of 18,837 
signify that the > are 18,336 persons 
of higher rank than his, What is 
signified is that they belong respec- 
tively to classes thirteen and eighteen 
—Lord Dectes, as a barou, to clase 
thirteen, and Mr. Borden, as a Privy 
Councillor, to cluss eighteen—-in the 
6 ‘le of precedence, called, for con- 


| venience, 13,000 and 18,000 respec- 


lively, and that the honors ‘ on 
which they derive precedence are re- 
spectively 126th and 337th in order 
of seniority in their own degrees.

Steam For the Soil 


For some time certain growers of 
tomatoes, cucumbers, and Similar veg- 
etables for the London market have 
been injecting steam into. the soil witi. 
© view to destroying certain insects 
and slugs. It is reported that the 
plan works very well for ‘that pur- 
pose, but the operaton has brought to 
light an unexpected fact; namely, that 
the soil thus treated increased greatly. 
in fertility, so greatly, in fact, that 
the ordinary amount of manure can- 
not be used-afterward.

Forcing Rhubarb * 

A simple means of forcing rhuba?S 
that is specially advantageous after 
the crops indoors are more or lesa ex- 
kausted is that of raising tupplies 
outdoors by artificial means. ‘This 
may be done as soon as the worst of 
the winter is over, ahd is .. practice 
that should be extremely popular, as 
anyone with a small amount of 
trouble ‘may achieve results that are 
very satisfactory. For successional 
crops, outdoor forcing is much to be 
preferred. The plants should be 
forced where they are growing, and 
if,a warm border is available so 
much the better. ' 

All that need be done in forcing a 
crop outdoors is to cover the crowns 
of the plants with barrels, tubs, 
*oxes or any such article which shall 
have a movable lid. Large barrels 
should be sawn in two. The top end 
of the barrel should be knocked out, 
and made to suit the purpose of a 
movable lid, this being removed for 
observation and air-giving, also for 
obtaining supplies when ready. These 
utensils should be embodied in stable 
manure and léaves, this material 
providing the necessary warmth te 
excite the crowns into growth. Whea 
leaves and stable iitter are mixed in 
tLe proportion of about two of the 
former to one of the latter, a gentle 
heat may be provided. ;

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TESTS MILK FOR TUBERCULOSIS | 


— 
London Takes Precautions to Protect 

Consumers From This Dead- 

ly Discase ‘ 

“Five of th» forty-sight guinea-pigs 
developed tubercle—that is, 10.4 per 
cent. of the milk gqmples contained 
living tubercie baccill.’ This is the 
inmost interesting of the recent bac- 
teriological tests of London's milk 
supply. . Details are published in the 
reports of the medical officer of 
health for the city. 

So far as cleanliness is concerned, 
the examination showed a considerable 
improvement on any recorded in the 
past. “In no single case,” says the 
city bacterivlogist, Dr. Andrewes, 
“could I apply the term ‘dirty’ to & 
sample, and the great majority show- 
ed merely « scanty greyish deposit 
With only a few blackish specks, if 
any.” 2H ; ¥ 

As régards the presence of the tub- 
ercle bacillus, the percenjage is high- 
ér than in any previous year since 
1909. The medical officer, however, 
points out that comparisons based on 
small numbers often show wide diver- 
gences in the results and that pos- 
sibly the conditions are not worse 
in the present year than they have 
been in the past. 

The forty-eight samples of milk ex- 
amined came from: the counties» It 
was sougtt to ascertain whether they 
were free from pathogenic bacteria, 
the chief of which in this instance is 
the bacillus of tubercle. In each case 
a guinea-pig was inocu ated subsut- 
eously in the right thigh with a mix- 
ttre of cream and the sediment, af- 
ter the milk had been allowed to 
stand overnight in a cold place. Of 
the forty-eight animals inoculated 
e‘even died spontaneously at periods 
varying from six to thirty-one days af- 
inoculation. Ong died of tub- 
ercle, six died with local - abscesses, 
one of peritonitis and septicoenia, one 
of Gartner infection. In-two Dr, An- 
drewes could find no cause of death. 
The remaining thirty-seven animals 
were killed with chloroform during 
the fifth week after inoculation. 

In the last previous city tests (Jan 
uary, 1912) two samples out of thirty 
proved tuberculous or 6.6 per cent., 
against 10.4 per cent. in the present 
instance. It is added thas in the per- 
iod 1908-1913 the percentage of tuber- 
enlous milks averaged 9.9. per cent, 
fo. th whole of the county of London, 
as compared with 12.9 in the cne year 
from July, 1998, to July, 1909. 
Finally, to ascertain whether the 
city’s milk is being diluted or cream 
abstracted, samples were submitted 
to the public analyst. ‘The report 
shows,” says the medical officer, “that 
at the time the milk is delivered in 
the city it is in nearly all cases up 
to the offici: 1] standard.” The highest 
percentage of fat was 4.77, the lowest 
2.96, while the mean was 3.76.
